(Warded. 

On 11th February 1967. information was received by the 
Police that Kauhaiya Kachhi, a member of the gang of 
dacoit Shankar Singh, and another dacoit, were in the village 
Khiriya Latkanju. Shri Ranvir Singh Yadav immediately 
proceeded there along with four constables. Having deploy- 
ed his men. Shri Yadav, without regard for his own safety, 
dashed across an open area of about 50 yards and took lip 
position behind a tree within four or five yards of the dacoits’ 
hideout. He called on the dacoits to surender, but after a 
little while the dacoits emerged from the hut firing in quick 
succession at Shri Yadav. Some of the shots hit the tree and 
others went over Shri Yadav’s head. Undeterred, Shri Yadav 
fired at Kauhaiya Kachhi with his rifle and wounded him. 
r fhe dacoit drew a revolver and tried to fire but was killed 
by one of the constables. Meanwhile, the second dacoit fired 
on the Police party' and injured a constable and a member of 
the Village Defence Society. Shri Yadav pursued him but 
he escaped through a wooded Nala. 

In organising the raid and liquidating this member of 
Shankar Singhs gang, Shri Ranvir Singh Yadav displayed 
commendable leadership and courage of a very high order,

RESOLUTION 

No. 35(8)/68-L/(/)- — The Government of India in their 
Resolution No. 41(8)66-LI(I), dated the 26th September, 1966 
constituted a Committee under the Chairmanship of Shrl A. K. 
Roy, Joint Secretary in the then Ministry of Industry to examine 
the various provisions of the Indian Explosives Act, 1884 and 
the Explosives Rules, 1940. The following were the terms of 
reference of the Committee : — 

(a) To examine the various provisions of the Indian Ex- 
plosives Act, 1884 and the Explosives Rules, 1940, 
and suggest suitable amendments and revisions, where- 
ver necessary, to suit the cou ntry’s present requirements 
and to eliminate discriminatory treatment, if any, 
in the application of rules to explosives imported 
into the country from various sources; 

(b) To evolve standards and specifications in regard to 
explosives ; 

(c) To consider the desirability of making a comparative 
study of the practices followed and rules in force in 
other countries (U. K., Hungary and Yugoslavia) 
in regard to the manufacture and use of explosives. 

2, The Committee submitted an interim report to the 
Government of India on 30th December, 1967.

2. Deputation of a Study Team abroad : 

The Committee have recommended 
that a Study Team of the Committee 
should be sent as early as possible to 
U.S.A., U. K., Hungary, Yugoslavia and 
Switzerland to study the rules and regu- 
lations for the explosives industries in 
those countries, see the working of the 
industries, hold discussions with the 
officers and technical persons concerned 
and to visit the testing sites/laboratories 
for permitted explosives and detonators 
and on return to apprise the committee 
of the various aspects involved in the 
study so as enable them to make further 
recommendations, if necessary, based 
on the findings of the Study Team. 

3. Central and Regional l aboratories in 
the Department of Explosives: 

(a) As the work of testing new explo- 

sives is on the increase, it is 
essential that the explosives Depth 
should have its own central 
Testing Laboratory with neces- 
sary facilities so that all types 
of tests and trials could be carried 
out by the Depth itself at one 
place. This will not only expedite 
the testing of all types of explo- 
sives but also free the Depth of the 
difficult and time consuming pro- 
blems of coordinating testing at 
places situated as far apart as 
Dhanbad and Kirkec and under 
different administrations. 

(b) Setting up of a small laboratory 
at each Circle Office of the 
Depth of Explosives would im- 
prove and expedite the work 
relating to the examination of 
exhibits received from Police 
Authorities in very large numbers. 
The Committee are of the view 
that the Depth should have its 
own facilities for carrying out 
tests and trials of explosives. 
They have also agreed to the set- 
ting up of small regional labora- 
tories attached to Circle Offices, 

4. Standards and Specifications in regard 
to explosives: 

The Committee have felt it reason- 
able and necessary that instead of the 
U. K. standards and specifications on 
explosives which are followed at present, 
we should have our own standards and 
specifications in the field of commercial 
explosives to suit our needs and condi- 
tions. With a view to expediting formu- 
lation of such standards and providing 
effective machinery to look after the work 
in the field of standardisation, they have 
suggested setting up by the Indian 
Standards Institution of a Specialists’ 
Committee on which all major interests in 
the field of explosives are represented. 

5. Organisation of the Depth of Explosives: 

(a) The Committee have observed that 
the Organisation of the Chief 
inspector of Explosives is now 
not only concerned with the 
inspection of imported explo- 
sives and fireworks but also 
with the supervision over 

production and quality

The officers of the Depth are 
giving educative lectures to police 
and railway officers etc. and advice 
to Port Authorities and Railway 
Board etc. The Committee arc, 
therefore, of the view that in 
order to reflect the actual work- 
ing of this organisation, its desig- 
nation shonla be revised as ‘the 
Department of Explosives’ and 
the designation of its officers 
should be Chief Control- 
ler of Explosives', ‘Deputy 
Chief Controller of Explosives, 
‘Controller of Explosives’ and 
'Deputy Controller of Explosives.’ 


(b) The Commltte are of the opinion 
that in view of the increased work 
and added responsibilities and 
duties of the officers of the Deptt. 
of Explosives and the increased 
cost of living, their pay scales 
require to be reviewd with a view 
of bring them at least in line with 
scales of pay applicable in smiilar 
other scientific and technical 
deptts. This is considered all 
the more necessary so as to keep 
the morale and integrity of the 
officers high, in view of their 
special relationship with the 
public in their day-to-day activities. 
Even the revenue earned by the 
Deptt. also fully justifies increase 
in the pay scales of the officers 
though this cannot by itself be 
the criterion. 


6. Amendment to Gas Cylinder Rules, 1940: 

The Committee feel that examination 
of the Indian Explosives Act 1884 with 
which they have been entrusted, will also 
need examination of the other rules, 
namely, Gas Cylinder Rules, 1940 framed 
under it and have set up a Sub-Committee 
to examine these rules and suggest suitable a 
amendments and revisions, wherever nece- 
ssity to suit the country's present require- 
ments.
